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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claiml - 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Instant Application is drawn to multiplexing DOCSIS (data over cable) data into 
an MPEG (moving picture expert group) transport stream. 

Independent claims 1, 8, 14, 17, 22 and 26 uniquely identified essentially the 
same subject matter as follows of . . . synchronizing/synchronize an MPEG system clock 
and a DOCSIS system clock . . . 

Independent claim 20 uniquely identified the following subject matter of . . . 
generate a DOCSIS clock value for said DOCSIS data based upon said MPEG PCR 
value ... 

It is noted herein that the believed-to-be best arts of Sorenson et al (US 
2003/0053476), disclosing mapping of bit streams into MPEG frame, and Thi et al (US 
2002/0061012), disclosing DOCSIS MAC extracting DOCSIS frames from MPEG 
frames, taught all other features in aforesaid independent claims. These arts, 
individually or in combination, however failed to anticipate the above cited features or 
render them obvious. Particularly, Sorenson et at suggested synchronization of 
DOCSIS packet with MPEG packet but is silent on syncing the system clocks. Chi 
disclosed synchronizing system clocks between the headend (source end) and the 
tailend (destination end) but is silent on syncing clocks of two systems (DOCSIS and 
MPEG) both at the headend. 
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All other independent claims are allowed since they depend, directly or indirectly, 
from the above allowed dependent claims.
